HOW IT WAS 
BEGUN. 
EXPERIMENT 
FOXES. 


In the early days of the fur trade, states 
the Bulletin of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, it was the practice in Canada for 
trappers to keep foxes caught in warm weather 
alive until the fur was prime, and from this 
custom has arisen the modern industry of fur- 
farming. 

The earliest authentic record of the success- 
ful breeditig of the fox in captivity is that of 
a litter of foxes whith was raised on a farm 
near Tignish, Prince Edward Island, about the 
year 1878. The beauty of the fur of the silver 
fox, and the consequent high prices realised 
from the sale of the pelts, caused attention to 
be directed chiefly to this kind—a colour 
phase of the common red fox—and the colour 
was finally fixed through the experiments 
carried on by the pioneer fox farmers. 

After 1890 there came a period of rising 
prices for furs, and the fur-farming industry 
grew rapidly in Prince Edward Island. In 
1913 an enumeration by the Provincial Com- 
missioner of Agriculture showed 277 fox farms 
in that province, with a total of 35,150 foxes. 
Meanwhile attempts at rearing foxes in 
captivity were also being made in other 
provinces, the records showing that foxes 
were successfully bred in Quebec in 1898, in 
Ontario in 1905, and in Nova Scotia in 1906. 

In 1912 and 1913 the Commission of Con- 
servation conducted an exhaustive inquiry 
into the history and possibilities of fur 
farming in Canada, and the resulting data, 

ublished in 1913, gave an impetus to the 
industry. Thé Prince Edward Island Silver 
Fox Breeders’ Association was formed in 
1915, and the Canadian National Silver Fox 
Breeders’ Association in 1920. Branch Asso- 
ciations of the Canadian Association have 
also been formed in several of the provinces. 

Fox farming is now carried on in all 
provinces of the Dominion, and the number 
of farms has steadily increased. The latest 
statistics available—viz., those for the year 
1932, 5,221 fox farms in Canada, with a total 
of 99,109 foxes, of which 92,703 are silver 


foxes. 


WITH 


THE BLUE FOX, 


In addition to the silver fox, the patch or 
cross fox, the red fox and the blue fox are 
also raised on Canadian fox farms. Attempts 
to raise the blue fox in captivity were made 
in the maritime provinces in 1912, a number 
of the foxes having been imported from 
Alaska, where blue fox farming had been 
carried on for some years. ‘These early 
attempts were unsuccessful, but about the 
wear 1921 fox farmers in British Colombia 
found that the blue fox could be raised in 
that province, climatic conditions proved 
mor€é suitable. There are now in Canadian 
fox farms 858 blue foxes, 295 óf these being 
recorded by British Columbia and the remain- 
ing 565 distributed through Quebec, Ontario 
and the Prairie Provinces. 

Although the fox is of chief importance, 
other kinds of wild fur-bearing animals are 
being raised successfully—mimk, raccoon, 
skunk, marten, fisher and coyote. The mink, 
in particular, is easily domesticated, and 
thrives in captivity if care is exercised in the 
selection of environment and proper atten- 
tion given to, its requirements in the matter 
of diet. There are now 645 mink farms dis- 
tributed among the various provinces, and 
mink farming in Canada may well be re- 
garded as permanently established. 

Muskrat farming also is a branch of the 
industry to which attention is being directed, 
and numerous areas of marsh land are 
being utilised for raising this fur-bearer. 
The farming of muskrat consists chiefly 
of making provision. for an adequate 
various kinds ot fur bearing animals, exclu- 
sive of foxes are raised—was 1,075, com- 
pared with a total of 1,540 in 1931. A few 
of the fox farms also engage in mixed farm- 
ing, raging miscellaneous kinds of fur- 
bearing animals, in addition to the foxes. 
the miscellaneous clasa—a.e., farms on which

hawks, owls, etc. On many of the muskrat 
farms the areas have been enclosed with

Here is Dr. Sheldrake’s own story —' 8 
was sitting in my hotel at Peking when I 
was told that a ‘delegation from Turkestan " 
had arrived overnight and desired a private 
interview with me. I went to my room and 
there met a group of very grave-faced á 
On being assured that I was actually Dry 
Khalid Sheldrake they came forward with 
ceremonial bows, knelt down before me and 
kissed my hand, 

‘Naturally I was terribly embarrassed, 
One of them then began to read a docu 
which he translated paragraph by paragraph, 
It stated that some time previously a meeting 
had been held in Sinkiang, at which the prós. 
posal had been put forward to declare the 
‘unoccupied’ portion of that province a new, 
and separate State. A council was formed, and, 
after considering the names of several people 
who might be eligible for the position of 
ruler, had unanimously chosén me for the 
post. Because of the urgency of the eitua- 
tion they had then issued a proclamation te 
the effect that the neople of the new State 
had elected Khalid Sheldrake as their. king. 

“I was so stunned with surprise thaf 
I had not a word to say. Without 
waiting for me to speak the dele- 
gation. then took a solemn oath of 
loyalty to me as their duly elected - ruler. 
They then asked me to suggest a new and 
distinct name for this Moslem State, Anime 
spiration flashed into my mind, and Í sug-. 
gested ‘Islamestan.’” The suggestion wag 
greeted with a chorus of approval. 3 

“The delegation then went on to explain 
the present situation. I was warned of the 
dangers of assassination, of the civil war 
that was going on in Sinkiang, of the per- 
petual threat. of armed Chinese or Soviet-in- 
tervention, and of the outrages daily coms 
mitted by unpaid soldiers roaming the coun- 
try as brigands. I was told of the many 

litical intrigues disruoting Central Asia, 
un fact, the veil was comp lney lifted from 
that mysterious region. I asked the dele- 
gates for time to think over their proposal, 
and to this they agreed. There the matter 
has ended for the timy being. 

“It is, indeed, a weighty problem for me, 
I have to think of my wife and two sons, 
and of the life I weuld have to 
lead in the heart of Asia, cut 
off from the advantages of civilisa- 
tion and from ready help in case of need, 
On the other hand, how can I refuse these 
poor and earnest people, who may lose heart 
and become the prey of political adventurers? 

“ When I saw the delegates the next day 
they read out a new document, prepared by 
them overnight, in which they hailed me es 
His Majesty King Khalid of Islamestan, I 
sent them home with a message of hope for 
their people. Thus, it happens thai I am 
nominally King of an Asiatic State, which 
may have a precarious existence, threatened, 
as it is, by enemies on all sides and by dise 
ruption within its borders,”’
